Parisian Revolutionists Again Busy — 
Made a Clumsy A ttem pt to Assi* 
nate the President of France W hile 
Riding in Bois De Boulogne —The 
W ould-be A ssassian A rrested. 


Paris.June 14.—An attem pt was made 
Sunday to assassinate 
Felix 
Faure, 
president of rhe French republic, while 
he was en route to Lunge humps to w it­ 
ness the Grand Prix. While M. F aure’s 
carriage was passing a thicket near I^a 
Cascade restaurant, in the Bois de Bou­ 
logne. a bomb exploded. 
It proved to 
be a piece of tubing about six inches 
long and two inches in diam eter, with 
a thickness of half an inch. 
It was 
charged with powder had swan shot. 
No one was injii d by the explosion.

a stick. 
The presum ption is that at 
the moment the fuse was lighted the 
culprit fled, and in any case the bomb 
could not have done much harm. 
In the thicket where the police found 
the rem nants of the bomb they found 
a pistol on which were engraved the 
words “Mort a Felix Faure,” and the 
nam es Alsace-Lorraine 
and 
Cologne. 
N ear the pistol was a small dagger 
bealing a sim ilar threatening inscrip­ 
tion, and a few feet away the police 
found a newspaper 
with 
a 
cartoon 
grossly insulting the president. 
This 
contained 
an 
offensive 
inscription 
hinting at the execution of M. Faure. 
The attem pt on the life of M. Faure 
w as made on the very spot where Bere- 
zowsky tried to shoot the czar while 
driving to the m ilitary review at Long- 
cham ps in 1867, and where Francois, a 
lunatic, fired his revolver at M. Faure 
.July 14 last. Having this in mind, the 
police took extra precautions. 
Special 
officers were detailed to watch suspects 
and to search houses known to be the 
resorts of dangerous characters.

a curious fact th at Saturday the Petite 
Republique Francais published a state­ 
m ent declaring th at the police

busy organizing an incident

F aure’s visit to Russia, suggesting that 
a nimble clown would be dressed in 
rags and jum p upon the step of the

It is rumored that the prefect of po­ 
lice has inform ation connecting

P aris anarchists with the outrage, but gashed. 
it is generally believed th at the act 
was the act of a madman rather than 
a conspirator.

He settled at Bunker Hill and in 1866 
began the publication of the Gazette. 
Richards was wealthy and several 
years ago removed to Blinker Hill from 
St. Louis.

progressive movements for municipal 
reform.

One year he received |42 as against 
ll TOO offered him in a business posi­ 
tion in Janesville. 
Ordained to the 
ministry in the Free Baptist denomina­ 
tion in 1848, he continued steadily in 
the work until three years ago, most 
of the time in southern Wisconsin. He 
baptized 
about 
2 *0 , organized five 
churches,and the number of marriages 
solemnized and funerals attended, waa 
very large. 
His was a quiet life, but 
one of great power. 
Steadfast aud 
trustworthy,slow to anger and wise In 
counsel, he was sent for in trouble­ 
some times by his denomination, more 
than by any other minister of his day. 
When he had to give up 
the work 
on account of poor health, he still re­ 
gained bis interest in all things reli­ 
gious. 
His sympathy for bis brothers 
and sisters was great and nothirg 
oould cause him to feel more deeply 
than foi a church to use any slighting 
expression in regard to their pastors, 
or to criticize him among themselves. 
He would say, “ lf you must apeak of 
your pastor's faults, speak to nim and 
not to others.*' 
In 1851 he waa married to Justina 
V. Miller, a daughter of Cornelius 
Miller of Harmony, and waa also one 
of the pioneers of the state, having 
settled two miles east of Janesville in 
*15. 
He always attributed 
much of 
his success in the ministry to her ic Il a 
once and assistance. 
During t^e last 
five years he became very dependent 
upon her. 
He could not bear that she 
should leave him even for a few min­ 
utes. 
Hi* suffering waa so intense at 
times that he was very anxioua to go 
home and often 
aaid, “ if 
I could 
only 
take 
Mrs. 
Pope, 
I 
would want to go tonight.” 
He chose 
his text Hebrew 4:15, hia hymns and 
Rev. J. 
C. Steele of Johnstown, to 
preach his sermon long before 
he 
died. 
Rev. Steele was 
assisted by 
Rev. C. W. Dennis, of Emerald Grove. 
He di«d at his home in Clinton, WU. 
and was laid to rest in the 
Clinton 
cemetery. His son and other relatives 
carried him to the tomb and he was 
buried beneath a profusion o f f ic e r s , 
contiibuted by loving friends.

leaves a widow and two children a 
son, S. C. Pope, of Lake Mills and a
